IF IT WILL HELP ALBERTA THE 


EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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AN ARGUMENT FOR PEACE 


An Italian airman stayed aloft more 
than sixty-seven hours without re-fuel- 
ling his plane. Lindberg took less than 
half that time to fly from New York to 
Paris. With favoring weather the new 
record-maker might have made the re- 
turn trip across the Atlantic without 
landing. 

In the matter of “cruising radius” 
the airplane would seem to have devel- 
oped all the staying power it requires for 
the purposes of either peace or war. 
That Italian “ace” could have unloaded 
a cargo of bombs on any city in Europe 
and returned home without stopping. 


THE TRADITION DIES HARD 


Opposition to the ratification of the 
new naval treaty in the United States 
Senate crystalized into a demand that 
the question be held over until Decem- 
ber. President Hoover responded by 
announcing that he will call a special 
session of Congress the day after the 
present session ends. Whatever the 
Senators aim at, the President evidently 
intends to force the issue. With what 
result remains to be seen. It will be re- 
called that it was the Senate which 
blocked the entry of the United States 
into the League of Nations. 

To Canadians of course this seems 
to be a strange way of going about the 
Settlement of a question relating to for- 
eign policy. Here, as in Britain, mat- 
ters of that kind are not regarded as 
proper issues for political controversy. 
Our parties manage to restrain their dif. 
ferences as to details in order to present 
a united front to the outside world. 
whatever government happens to be in 
power. The new treaty went through 
parliament with a minimum of debate. 
and no attempt to stir up a party fight. 
The difference at Werkineten is an- 
other indication of reluctance on the 
part of senators to abandon the tradi- 
tion of aloofness from foreign “entan- 
glements”. 


THE WHEAT MOVES 


The wheat that has lain in the stor- 
age elevators all winter, and provided a 
standing topic for controversy from the 
halls of parliament to the cracker boxes 
in the country store, is now moving 
down the lakes to the Atlantic ports, 
and considerable quantities of it have 
been proceeding oversea during the last 
couple of week: 

It is too ea yet to say whether 
this is only an rnal movement, with 
incidental consignments going abroad, 
or whether the Canadian holders and 
the British buyers have at last “recon- 
ciled their ideas of the value” of the 
cereal; as their difference of Opinion was 

leasantly phrased some months ago. 

he hope, of course, will be that this is 
the beginning of an outpouring that will 
see the last of the grain out of the ocean 
ports by the time the new crop begins 
to fill up the elevators. 

_As there is more than one hundred 
million bushels of last year's crop still 
on hand, the export of this hang-over 
would offset the adverse balance of 
trade which was recorded against the 
Dominion in the course of the last fis- 
cal year. What is far more important, 
it would release the “frozen’ credit 
which the stored wheat re presents, 

The conversion of this great amount 
of grain into cash would clear off the 
bank loans that have been made against 
it, and turn loose a corresponding 
amount of capital for use in productive 
industry and trade. Sornething more 
than a hundred millions of new capital 
released at the present juncture would 

uicken the business life of the country 
rom end to end. ,

ing of the inflow. That is as really in 
the interests of the Canadian dairymen, 
as it is of the consumers. 

If the heavy importations of last 
year and this year mean anything at all, 
they mean that Canada is not producing 
nearly ao butter to meet the home 
demand. Should the ch of im- 
ports next October be followed by a not- 
able shortage, and a sharp advance in 
prices, nothing can be much more cer- 
tain than that there would be an instant 
demand that the ban be lifted and New 
Zealand butter again allowed to come 
in. And nobody need delude himself 
that that demand could be ignored. 

If we are to make the transition 
satisfactorily from imported butter to 
home-produced butter, and if Canadians 
are to depend in future on home-pro- 
duced only, two things will have to be 
done. Butter production in Canada will 
have to expand to the amount that we 
have been importing from Néw Zealand. 
And the home made product will have to 
be supplied to the consumer at a price 
that is uniformly within reach of his 
pocketbook. The present eel mM 
ations from New Zealand should help to 
steady the situation next winter.

The mas- 
culine protest changes as the fop 
Stage arrives, and there is some de- 
sire to make an impression; but 
few are completely reconciled to the 
tyranny of dress. The male is a 
lounging creature, feeling most com- 
fortable in undress. 

Despite the overdoing and the 
rivalry and the extravagance and 
the too rigid criterion of appearance, 
and the false emphasis, the balance 
of the argument is affirmative. Dress 
is worth it! The urge to display is 
instinctive; the use of dress for its 
expression is fairly universal, ad- 
vances with civilization, recedes in 
torrid climates and yields in severe 
ones to the need of protection. Sea- 
pooeg dress goes far to make fash- 
ons. 

Dress as an expression of self- 
esteem receives the psychological 
vise, once we agree that the life we 
wish to live shall be rich, orderly, 
morally and esthetically satisfying 
protection, modesty, display from a 
Tather diverse group of partners 
regulating dress, and protection in- 


On This 


cludes comfort while modesty and 
display are at times engaged in a 
dubious see-saw; fashioned anatomy 
make strange compromises. 


But however varying the styles, 
the psychological uses of dress are 
justified, making a grace—if not a 
virtue—of a necessity. A well-dress- 
ed people is a national asset. Am- 
ericans may qualify in that class, 
Whatever their I. Q.. their intellig- 
ence quotient, their D, Q. or dress 
quotient, stands high. They satisfy 
the dress-display urge far more suc- 
cessfully than they do the fod urge. 
Tt is far easier with a reasonable 
outlay—and that for all classes of 
society—to get a becoming dress 
for male or female than a good meal 
in home or restaurant 

That we pay extravagantly in 
thought and energy for the result 
is fairly evident. What price dress? 
is as legitimate a question as what 
price glory, or what price civiliza- 
tion, The sight of millions of shop- 
pers spending millions of dolJars, 
and endless energies in buying 
dresses, and dressing, is a bit dis- 
concerting. The boundaries in any 
worthy cause or enterprise between 
adequate doing and overdoing are 
always uncertain 

Life is a budget of interest and 
energy as well as of dollars and 
sense. To be reasonably well dress- 
ed, with a bit of indulgence on the 
side of luxury, makes for a fairer 
perspective of values, in which the 
psychological places the service of 
dress. Clothes do not make the 
man, nor the woman, either; though 
to deny that they help would be to 
ignore the thesis that gives dress a 
worthy place in social esteem. 

The variety of occasions for get- 
ting together is reflected in the ap- 
propriateness of dress. Social order 
may develop to social tyranny. The 
tradition of the stage overdoes; one 
may get away with murder if one 
is dressed for the part. But off stage, 
there’s many a costume that is re- 
lied upon to offset personal defici- 
encies. Because dress has the clos- 
est contact with personality will 
its psychological rating always be 
high. It is worth its price, provided

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What Does Father’s Day Mean To You?

Dad's stock has been steadily run- 
ning down, for a hundred years, and | 
now we have men of the eminence of | 
Bertrand Russell writing books that | 
suggest that we could manage very 
nicely without bothering him at all. 

In a “matriarchy,” a word and an 
idea of which Mr. Russell seems very 
fond—fathers would have little to do} 
with their children. They would still | 
be husbands, still be members of the 
family, but their relationship to the 
rising generation would be merely 
nominal. 

Dad is being kindly but firmly 
squeezed to the wall; he is being kindly 
but firmly done out of all his old 
rights and dignities and privileges. 

He used to build the cabin and fell 
the trees and hunt game for dinner 
and protect the women and children | 
from attack. But we don't need him 
for that any more. 

Later, he used to split wood and 
bring in pails of water, sell the calves 
and buy tea ‘and gingham for the | 
womenfolk. We don't need him for 
that now, either, 

Stil] later he tended the furnace, 
walked the floor—according to the old 
comic pictures—with the crying babies, 
and did the marketing on the way to 
business. My southern great-grand- 
father always walked, with attendant 
colored boys carrying empty baskets, 
to market, and the womenkind wait- 
ed at home wondering what the day's 
work would be; shelling peas, prepar- 
ing game. or perhaps killing live ter- | 
rapin or lobsters. We get pictures of 
those leisurely early American days 
in occasional books, like Hergesheim- | 
er’s “Java Head,” or the delicious old 
classic “Auton House.” 

Men used to be supreme in the 
household, Not many generations ago 
a man could whip his wife, could leave | 
his entire property to his oldest son, 
could will away his children, even his 
unborn child. Women, two hundred 
years ago, could not own property, 
sign checks—did not even own them- 
selves, in many countries. Girl chil- 
dren were regarded slightingly, often 
deliberately destroyed, 

At home, the men alone were im- 
portant. In books written only a hun- 
dred years ago, more than once I have 
found reference to a woman as “child- 
less,” because she had only daughters. | 
Sons inherited, sons travelled, sons 
got all the education, There were no 
women in politics, in colleges, in the 
professions, in business. The wistful 
clever sisters had to watch their dull 
brother being coached and pampered 
into a position of authority over them- 
selves and their mother,

FOR JOBLESS 


Dan Knott Says Only Sure 
Relief for Unemploy- 
ment is Insurance 


Bonnie Doon and Forest Heights 
considered by the Labor party to be 
two of its strong districts, were chosen 
as centres for political platforming on 
Friday evening, the four Labor can- 
didates presenting addresses to small 
but enthusiastic audiences 

Alderman A Farmilo was the first 
speaker at the Bonnie Doon, St. Luke's 
par'sh hall, and took as his main 
point the social reforms brought about 
in the past few years through the agi 
tat'on of the Labor party. Mr. Far 
milo, in commencing, referred to his 
visit earlier in the evening to thr 
Ronnie Doon Eventide Home, where 
he had addressed the inmates for e# 
few minutes This institution, hr 
said, housed old men who were beyor 
the'r working years, and who were 
able to finish their days without 
stigma of pauperism, through the pass 
of. the Old Age Pension act, a piece of 
social legislation worked for by Labor 
forces for 40 years 

Mothers’ Pensions 

The Mothers’ Pension act was the 
next example of social progress in the 
province, declared the = speaker 

Through this legislation a sum of 
$300 000 had béén given families where 
the mother was the sole means of 
support 

Continuing, Mr. Farmilo brought the 
Compensation act under survey, stat- 
ing that during 1929 %1,600.000 had 
been expended in Alberta to take care 
of those who had met with disability 
Health insurance was also touched on 
by the speaker 

Mr. Farmilo then referred to the 
fact that the old line parties had ac-

the 


cepted the social reforms promoted 
by Lebor, and had been successtul 
in bringing down legislation in this 


connection However, he cautioned 
the people must not think that these 
other parties had been responsible for 
the présence of this legislation on the 
statute books, as they had only been 
in a position to complete the work in- 
stignated by the Labor party 
Unemployment 

Referring to the unemployment situ- 
ation existing in Western Canada, Mr 
Farmilo declared that it was nothing 
short of a crime. Elevators were fu! 
of wheat yet men tramped the stree 
starving for want of bread—a situation 
which would have to be met immed 


ately, and which Labor was willing 
to give its wholehearted support in 
so.ving 


Filling a gap occasioned by the non- 
ippearance of S. A. G. Barnes, who 
bad been delivering an address in 
Forest Heights, Elmer Roper attacked 
the manner in which the L!beral party 
was attempting to take credit for the 
social legislation “It is true that 
sonic of this legislation was brought 
into immediate being by the Libera! 
party, but without an exception these 
deas had been instituted by Labor 
and the government nad been able to 
put these laws into effect only by the 
constant agitation of the latter force,” 
declared Mr. Roper 

Minimum Wages 

Referring specifically to the Mini- 

mum Wage act the speaker explained 


that this legislation provided for an 
increase the min.mum wages paid 
in the province In the last session

All cleetrical mechanics of the affair 
were hidden. 

Yet, unseen, in around and back of this 
nall sound-proef chamber were wonderfully 
ensitive electrical devices that sent sound and 
vision back and forth across the two-way wires 
with amazing speed. Then there was a third 
channel for synchronization. 

The only visible magic was the mild beam 
of blue light, above the image but in no way | 
interfering with it, which swept one’s face, un- 
consciously, eighteen times a second, and flash-| 
ed its image to the sensitive photo-electric cells 
alongside which caught it, translated it into 
electrical fluid, and delivered it for transmis- 
sion over the wires. 

These mysterious cells—-electrical eyes of 
the transmitter—capable of picking up the 
clectrical impulses of one’s faintly-lighted face 
in 5,000 discrete points of detail, were invis- 
ible but they surrounded one above and on 
each side. 

Also hidden was the water-cooled neon tube 
which received, from the photo-clectrical cells 
at the other end, the distant face in @lectrical 
terms and translated it into the image which 
flashed in animation out of the darkness.

Difficulties af Popularizing Television 


O NE could not see the condenser-microphone 
which picked up one’s talk instead of the | 
ordinary telephone mouthpiece or the small | 
luud-speaker from which eame the other man's 
voice. 

All this to me was what made the magic. 
For it made the talking and the seeing as free | 
as if one sat, indeed, just opposite at a table. 

And so it seems television has arrived, al- 
though the Bell officials insist not commer- 
cially. It would cost, they said, as much to 
install and maintain a television stetion as it 
would for a thousand-watt radio broadcasting 
station. Nor did they hold out any hope that 
it would be commercially possible—on a basis 
like our ordinary house phones, I mean—for a 
long time, if ever. I do not know enough about 

xe affair technically to know whether they 
were pulling their word or not, but at least that 
ix their official attitude. 

Here is how they phrase the difficulties in- 
volved in popularizing television: 

“The terminal apparatus is inherently com- 
plicated and expensive. Thie complication 
arises out of the necessity of producing, trans- 
mitting and reproducing a large number of dis- 
tinct images each second if good. results are to 
be obtained. No practical suggestions for elim- 
inating this fundamental requirement have as 
yet been made and there appears to he nothing 
promising in our present knowledge of physical 
science.” 

The need of an extremely wide transmis- 
sion band and the necessity of virtually inter- 
ference-free channels are other factors whieh 
militate against successfully popular television. 

After seeing the Bell test, I visited the of- 
tices of the Baird Television Corp., a British 
company, and was given a test of their sys 
tem. It was not possible to make a comparison 
with the Bell, even if that were advisable, since 
the Baird people had not their small plant in 
full working order and only gave me a show 
Letween two just to indieate that the

The Baird people aim to produce such a 
dual receiving set, with synchronizing appar- 
atus and a televisor top giving both voice and 
image.
